HOME TEACHING LEGAL.
Judge Biddle has handed down
at Carlisle an important decision
affecting the compulsory school
law of thls state.

Brady McCullough, a farmer
of West Pennsboro, refused to
send his 12-year-old daughter to
a public school, He was tried be:
fore a justice and tined. His de-
fense was that after he removed
his daughter from school she was
instructed by 8 private teacher
in s family, but the private

teacher had no certificate to
teach.
The case was tried before a

Cuomberland county jury and a
specinl verdiet was  renderved,
subjoct to law points, Judge Bid-
dle decided that a governess or
private teacher, even without any
certificate, is legally quahfied to
teach, and that if this lawful and
.proper instruction 1s given at
| home, a scholar need not attend
the publie schools, It was order.
| ed that a verdict of not guilty be
‘ rendered.

REMINDER OF HISTORIC EVENT.

Wayne Me¢Bane, a seven year
old lad of this city, has just re.
|ceived a check for 38,389 from
Boston, Which recalls several in-
'ture:,ting historical incidents,
suys the Chicago Record Heruld,
| The check comes to him as one of
the heirs of Captain George Turn.
er, formerly of Portsmouth, N,
H., who died some time about
| 1500,
| During the war between Euog-
land and France at the close of
the seventeenth century Freunch
cruisers captured and confiscated
many American merchant vessels
Wheu peace had been declared
Llle American merchantmen,
|among whom was Captain Turn-
er, whose vessel had been captur-
ed, laid claim against France for
damages. France, through Na-
{ poleon, laid a counter elaim
against the Umted States for
sweeping a number of French
cruisers and privateers from the
seas, [inally both countries
agreed to call it even, shake hands
|and be friends in the future.

The merchantmen then assert-
[ ed that their claims for the loss
of vessels should be paid by the
United States Government, and
for over three-fourth of a century
| the payment of these claims has
[ been urged before Congress,
